REMARKS / ARGUMENTS 

Reconsideration of this application in light of the above 
amendments and following comments is courteously solicited. 

Applicant in the instant Preliminary Amendment has amended 
claims 15 and 25 to set forth the preferred beryllium content 
for reducing dross formation in the aluminum alloy melt in 
accordance with the process of the present invention as claimed. 
There is a minimum beryllium and vanadium content which is 
necessary to effectively prevent dross formation. The 
experimental data set forth in the specification of the instant 
application clearly demonstrates the criticality of the minimum 
beryllium and vanadium content. 

Applicant files concurrently with the instant RCE 
application a petition to suspend action for three months so as 
to allow the undersigned to conduct a personal interview with 
Examiner Ip to discuss the amended claims and the showing of 
criticality in the instant application. 

The undersigned will contact Examiner Ip shortly.
